His Return To Andover 


It. was a joyous neighborhood 
reunion Wednesday night at the 
Glenwood road home of Richard 
Morse and his family. 


Morse, held hostage by Pales- 


tinian guerillas for the past three. 


weeks, was released Sunday and 
returned home Tuesday. He had 
been met in New York by his wife 
and children, Daniel, 16 and 
Sunita, 11. 


Wednesday night the neighbors 
joined the Morse’s to welcome him 
home with a large cake, appro- 
priately decorated with the letter- 
ing, ‘‘Amman to Andover Welcome 
Home Jim,”’ with an airplane also 
sitting on the icing. 

Morse was returning from atwo 
month trip to India on assignment 
from the Peace Corps, assisting 
industry in that country. His plane, 
along with two others were hi- 
jacked to the Jordanian desert and 
later-blown up. The hostages were 
held until this week. 

Morse said he was treated well 
by his captors as were all the 
hostages. 

He said there was apprehension 
when the events began to transpire, 
but it appeared that the guerillas 
would not harm the hostages, for 
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fear of contracting further trouble. 

He did not see the planes blown 
up, the male hostages having been 
taken from the airfield. Women and 
children were, however, witnesses 
to the three explosions. 

Morse saw the damage as his 
plane left Jordan Saturday as it 
flew over the area. The three 
burned hulks remain on the air- 
strip. 

As if the three week tension in- 
volving the family wasn’t enough, 
they returned home Tuesday to 
find their home had been invaded 
by burglars. 

The break was somewhat aborted 
by the alertness of a neighbor. 

Noting that the family was away, 
having gone to New York to meet 
Morse, a neighbor checked the 
house and found burglars there 
packing suitcases. 

Police were called but unable 
to reach the scene in time to 
apprehend the criminals, who had 
packed the suitcases with silver 
and had them waiting at the door, 
apparently for arrival of a car to 
carry the material off. 

The thieves left the premises 
and the suiteases behind but ap- 
parently made off with some 
jewelry belonging to Mrs. Morse 
which had been given her by her 
mother in India. 

Buoyed by an evening of rest at 
home on Tuesday, the family, and 
neighbors, relaxed Wednesday 
night in the comfort of their An- 
dover environs, happy for the ex- 
periences behind them.

Playstead Specifications Set 


(A TOWNSMAN News Feature) 

The school department’s play- 
stead specifications outline a 15- 
acre recreation area to serve the 
enlarged Doherty School, the East 
Junior High for the next five years, 
and the entire Andover community. 

The curious citizen wonders 
what a community recreation area 
is supposed to look like, and asks 
for a chance to unroll the plans 
that went, with the Doherty addi- 
tion plans, before the state’s 
School Building Assistance Com- 
mission for approval after press- 
time yesterday. 

The new playstead specifications 
call for more fields available for 
team garnes, elementary and pre- 
school play apparatus in play space 
for these ages behind an enlarged 
Doherty school, family picnicking 
space in an ecology area, plus two 
tennis courts and a multi-purpose 
hardtop area behind Stowe for 
volleyball, shuffleboard, bad- 
minton, paddle tennis, one-wall 
handball or tennis backboard prac- 
tice - but not all of them going on 
at the same time! 

The curious citizen’ s query ‘‘But 
is there room for all this at the 
playstead?”’, Superintendent Dr, 
Kenneth R. Seifert gives a firm 
yes. 

He points out that the schools 
own undeveloped land beyond the 
fence which many people regard as 
the limits of the Playstead. This 
land will expand the area by a 
couple of playing fields, additional 
parking space in the back corner 
off Chestnut Street, and the 
‘‘ecology area’ in the wooded 
opposite back corner; here under- 
brush will be cleared and picnic 
tables provided so that families 
can join the birds and squirrels 
in outdoor eating. 

The curious citizen finds that 
the. school department feels no 


need, and has no plans, to try to 
annex residential property near 
the school for the expanded play- 
stead. 

Flexibility of field use will 
multiply space available for the 
sports of agiven season, according 
to the playstead planners. Most of 
the playing fields’ lines will be 
marked off with lime on the grass, 
instead of being permanent; fields 
will have permanent backstops 
where the field end is at the outer 
edge of playstead property, but 
the field-ends inside the playing 
field area will be movable.

The ‘‘specs’’ call for space for 
two football fields, a modified 
soccer field, one for field hockey, 
two softball diamonds and two 
baseball diamonds.

The enthusiasm of 19 Andover 
High School students for their trip 
to Spain this summer under the 
extraordinarily active leadership 
of AHS Spanish teacher Mrs. 
Dorothy Goclowski is contagious 
and convincing. 

‘Learning about Spain by 
osmosis and day to day living’’, is 
how Mary Lyman puts it, and Ann 
Jacobson adds that ‘‘the reactions 
of a Spanish family is something 
you can’t learn out of a book.”’ 


All agree that living in Spain is 
the way to learn to think and speak 
Spanish, fluently. 

More than that, what comes 
across in conversation with these 
students, and in reading their re- 
ports of the trip is that this was 
just one important part of a whole 
educational experience that 
stressed personal responsibility, 
learning how to get along in a 
group, and how to be sensitive 
guests in other people’s country.

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Editorial Comment 


Sick Society 


It has become increasingly evident during the past 
week, that we are living in what might appropriately be 
called a sick society. 

Headlines proclaim the activity of militants nationally, 
in the state a policeman, father of nine children is gunned 
down by what has been termed revolutionaries. 

In Andover, a family leaves for New York to rejoin a 
husband and father held hostage for weeks in Amman, Jor- 
dan. 

Publicity surrounding the trip to New York by the family 
of Richard Morse, prompts’ thieves to enter the vacant 
home and attempt to rifle personal property. 

Is this the type of society we are about to live in the 
rest of our lives? 

The Morse family had been subject to horrendous appre- 
hension for the past few weeks since Mr. Morse, returning 
from a Peace Corps assignment as an economist in India, 
was held hostage. His plane was hijacked by Palestinian 
guerillas. 

His wife, son and daughter, heard only from airline of- 
ficials and the state department as to the condition of Mr. 
Morse, 

Monday, Mr. Morse returned to the United States and the 
family made arrangements to meet him in New York. It re- 
ceived wide publicity. 

During the time the home was vacated thieves entered, 
made arrangements to take away such items as silver and 
other personal belongings, with full knowledge the family 
was away. 

That the heist was not effective was due to the deli- 
gence of a neighbor, who, noting the article in the news- 
papers, checked the home and saw the thieves in opera- 
tion. 

Police were notified, but unable to arrive in time to 
make any arrest. The materials gathered were left behind. 

Activity of this type, coupled with the other events 
which have deplorably decorated newspapers and news- 
casts in the past few weeks, must certainly be cause for 
alarm among decent, law-abiding citizens. 

Have recent Supreme Court rulings provided a sanctuary 
for the criminal? 

Do we harbor among us a group of people seeking to 
take advantage of those less fortunate, seeking personal 
gain at the expense of others? 

If so, the corrective steps must be taken soon, for no 
country can long survive such actions. 

We would hope that investigation could produce those 
responsible for the break at theMorse’s. Thievery of any 
sort is not condoned, but under such circumstances, makes 
matters even worse and gives every indication of those 
involved as being a part of America’s sick society which 
has been infecting our community and nation. 


Town Meeting 


Next Monday, Andover voters will have the opportunity 
to carve a future course for the town. 

Several items will be acted upon at the October town 
meeting, a session now provided through town bylaws. 

Of particular importance, and probably the key issue in 
the meeting is the addition to the William A. Doherty 
school on Bartlet street. 


The additional facilities are needed to accommodate the 


ever-expanding school population. 

Monday night the town will be asked to appropriate 
$80 ,000 in order that architects may produce final plans 
for the building. In March, voters will be asked to approve 
$1,900,500 for construction of the building. 

The school issue will not be the only one before the 
voters Monday night, but in this education-conscious com- 
munity, it may be the key to the meeting. 

A quorum of 350 voters is needed in order to transact 
the town business. 

Failure to obtain and retain that quorum could jeopard- 
ize not only the school, but the other articles as well. 

Attendance should be mandatory for all responsible 
citizens of the community. 

Only in this way can Andover’s future be determined 
and its finances agreed upon. 

Tax rates continue to rise, and most assuredly An- 
dover’s will ascend again in 1971. 

Only those who make an effort toward guiding thetown’s 
course at town meetings, can complain when the tax bill 
reflects the increased costs.

To the Editor of the TOWNSMAN;: 

While Andover’s costly Bancroft 
School receives accolades, some 
of its parts are costing consider- 
able to maintain. Its many angled 
roof with medieval appurtenances 
leaks. Also the school’s medieval 
moat has to be removed to prevent 
inundating the building not to men- 
tion its inducements to unsanitary 
effects. However, we have more to 
learn, 

An inspection of but 135 feet of 
the new drive into West School from 
High Plain reveals that the town has 
been put into the position of having 
constructed an ‘“‘attractive 
nuisance.’’ This is conducive to 
lawsuits as well as more of the 
costly maintenance characteristic 
of Bancroft. 

Most would agree that a side 
walk’s curb edge attracts 
youngsters to walk it. But the edge 
here made of ‘‘new” curb is spalled 
and jagged. Spalls are up to 12” 
long and 6”? deep. 6 were counted in 
135 feet. Youngsters are exposed 


to being tripped into the traveled 
way or to being cut on the jagged 
edge. Add to that; erection of a 
utility pole in the traveled part of 
the sidewalk which is down grade 
and apt to be used by.those on 
roller skates, bicycles, etc. and 
childrens’ safety seems to have 
been out of mind by those respon.- 
sible, 

Moreover, a cover to a service 
structure in the traveled way does 
not conform to the surface grade. 
Its high side faces the direction of 
snow plow as well as bicycle travel. 
Also two holes have been left in 
the traveled way of High Plain, 
These were made by contractor’s 
equipment, Part of the entrance to 
High Plain was left without hot 
top making a mess of both 
roadways. An instructional sign 
has been erected which faces a 
lawn across the street rather than 
placing two signs at 45 degrees for 
the benefit of traffic approaching. 
The sign is much too high for car 
lights also. 

Both Town Manager and Public 
Works Manager live on or near 
High Plain, Both are supplied with 
town paid transportation to and 
from work, Both are obligated to 
make mental notes as they ride 
about town and to act promptly as
